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EXTRACT FROM PASSPORT RULES. 

1. Applications for Passports or for the renewal 
Passports already in-possession shall be made on forms prescribe*, 
by the Issuing Authority. All applications shall be adtrv-?ed 

to the Hon. the Chief Secretary, Chief Secretary’s Office. Colombo* 'v 

2. Passports are available for five years, in the first instance, \ 
unless otherwise stated. They may be renewed from time to tune 

for further consecutive periods of one to fijve years from the date 
of expiration at the option of the holder and subject to the discre¬ 
tion of the Passport Issuing Authority, provided that in no r ?> v* 
shall the validity of the Passport be extended beyond ten years 
from the original date of issue. On expiration of that period or if 
at any time the space provided for visas is covered and the holder 
wished to travel to countries for which fresh visas are required, a 
new Passport must be taken out. 

3. (a) The charge for a Passport shall be Rs. 10. 

(b) The fee chargeable for renewal of a British Passport 
shall be Rs. 1.50 in respect of each year for which 
it is renewed. 

(c) The fee chargeable for endorsement of a British 
Passport shall be Rs. 2. 

4. A Passport shall, be Available only for the countries 
named thereon, but may-bef’endorsed for additional countries. 

The possession of a Passpoi^, so endorsed shall notrhowever, 
exempt the 'holder^ from compliance with any immigration - 
regulations in force in British or foreign countries "or from the 
necessity of obtaining a visa where required. 

Note: (a) A Passport cannot be issued or renewed on behalf { 
of a person already abroad ; such person should 
apply for one to the nearest British Mission or 
Consulate. 

(b) British subjects making their homes or staying for 
more than three months in a foreign country, should 
be registered at the nearest British Consulate. 

(c) Passports endorsed as valid for the British Empire are also avail- j 
able for travelling to territory under British protection or man- ! 
date, not, however, ipcluding Palestine or Transjordan, for which 
the passport must be specially endorsed, or the Aden Protec¬ 
torate, §or which both an endorsement and a visa are required.

THROUGHOUT THE BRITISH EMPIRE AND BY BRITISH DIPLOMATIC AND 
CONSULAR OFFICERS ABROAD. APPLICATIONS SHOULD BE MADE IN THE 
AUTHORISED FORM OBTAINABLE FROM THOSE AUTHORITIES. 

2. PASSPORTS ARE ISSUED IN THE UNITED KINGDOM AT THE PASSPORT 
OFFICE, WESTMINSTER. LONDON, S . W. I, AND AT THE BRANCH PASSPORT 
OFFICE, 36, DALE STREET, LIVERPOOL. PASSPORTS CANNOT BE ISSUED OR 
RENEWED AT THE PASSPORT OFFICE FOR PERSONS NOT AT THE TIME BEING IN 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. PASSPORTS SHOULD NOT BE SENT ABROAD BY POST. 

3. RESIDENTS IN ANY PART OF THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH OUTSIDE

1. Ceylon Passports are 
issued by the Controller of 
Emigration and by Repre¬ 
sentatives of the Ceylon 
Government abroad. 

2. Passports are valid 
for 5 years from the date 
of issue unless otherwise 
endorsed. 

3. Applications for 
renewal of passports should 
be made to the Controller 
of Emigration or to Re¬ 
presentatives of the Ceylon 
Government abroad and, 
where there are no such 
representatives in any 
<?ountry, to the British 
Diplomatic and Consular 
officers in that country. 

4. If at any time there 
is no further space for visas, 
a fresh passport must be 
obtained. 

5. This passport is only 
available for travel to the 
countries named on page 4 ; 
but it may be endorsed for 
additional countries. 

The possession of a 
passport, however, does 
not exempt the holder 
from any compliance 
with any immigration 
laws in force in any other 
country or from the 
necessity of obtaining 
a visa for entry to that 
country if so required. 


6. Children under 16 
travelling with a parent do 
not need a passport if parti¬ 
culars relating to them are 
entered in the parent’s 
passport. 

7. Ceylon citizenship — 

(1) If the child of a 
citizen of Ceylon is born 
outside Ceylon, such birth 
should be registered within 
one year of its occurrence 
at the office of the repre¬ 
sentative of Ceylon in the 
country of birth or at the 
Ministry of External Affairs, 
Colombo, Ceylon. 

(2) A citizen of Ceylon by 
registration ceases to be a 
citizen of Ceylon if he 
resides outside Ceylon for 
five consecutive years, 
exclusive of any period 
exempted under section 21 
of the Citizenship Act.
